» serpent is I Chemical analysis fails to 
detect anytliing iu it to account foi" its 
action. Water, a little albumen, some 
mineral salts and traces of mucna, epi- 
thelial cells, etc., liunped toguthuT a.s 
"extractive." Nothing more — nothing 
spei'iiio about it all. Tasteless, color- 
Il'fm and inodorous, it may bo rabbed on 
thu Houud fikin, oi' upiilied to tlie uyc or 
taken into Iho mouth witlunit any rodult 
wliutever. Tlie bite.s of different kimbj 
olf snakes produi'<' ilill'ereat ellbeta. Some 
act as n depressant tn the vasenlar sys- 
tem, bome 113 a powerful narcotic, sotnt! 
cause, tuflammation of the sjpine, while 
others seem to give rise to disorganiza- 
tion of the stnu'tunil constituents of the 
blood. All are attended more or less 
with rigors, delirium, syncope, convul- 
bi'.'ua, paralysis and coma. Whether the 
poisons of any two or more species arc 
identical Xdo not know — it seems pruba 
bio, but in the five speeies with whieh I 
have e:^a'rMented on myself, so far, I 
have found five distinct and separate 
venoms. I imagine, for instance, that 
the rattlesualte and eupperheaJ will 
prove to posses.s the same, and perhaps 
several of the viperiue snakes. -1 hope 
!W. Some of these Huida are very mi- 
Btablo, and decompose if kept only a 
Bhort time, or if then- apocifin gravity is 
disturbed, while others retain their dead- 
ly properties even when dried. That of 
tliB common Fronch viper (viperci cupis) 
may bo diluted down tOl it forms a mere 
local irritant. No true antidote ba-s ever 
been discovered for the bito of any 
snake, and the search for something 
which shall be an antidote against the 
bito of all ajipears to me to be irrational 
in the extreme, seeing that there are so 
many diUbreiit poisons producing in 
many cases oyiposito effects. One might 
as well expect to find a general antidote 
for opium, belladonna, strychnine, 
oi'sonic and mrr.-ury iHiisouing. The ac- 
tion of ammonia, np(}n which so mueli 
stresa has been laid, is probably nothing 
moro than that of a strong stimulant, 
certainly in it6 action in maintaining the 
fluidity of the blood is quite hypothet- 
ical, seeing that premature coagulation 
of the fibrine has never Ijeen actuolly 
demonstrated. Indeed, it is said that at 
the autopsy of the keeper, CHrling, bit- 
ten many years ago by a cobra dicapollo 
at the gardens, tlie blood formed no clot 
at all, but was found permanently fluid 
in all the great vessels.

Chinese IScds. 

There aro two kinds (.f C'.liliieso beds, 
mid both aro arranged for a complete 
shutting in by means of hanging cur- 
tains and tapestry. The expensive kind 
is like a sort of cage, having a flat wood- 
en roof, jiibt the si/.o of the bed jiropcr, 
support-ed at a hight ot abr.ut eight feet 
from the door on four corner posts and 
two interniodiato ones. Then there is a 
sort of frieze or entablature work run- 
ning oi'ouud horizontally, above and be- 
low, so that when you are iu bed you 
are safely penned in a sort of cagp, and 
cannot possibly tumblo out. The carv- 
ing on these beds is sometimes very 
rich, and large sums aro paid for them; 
but the ordinary and cheaper kind is 
made of two frames (>f w(jod shajied 
something liko the skeleton of an old- 
fashioned "settle," which aro stood lip 
on the floor facing each other. A mat- 
tress is placed on the projecting par ts of 
those frames, and a C(juple of slight 
sticks across the top; then curtains niid 
hangings shut all in, and ni.il'.i-s it Inok 
as pretty fus tlio ta.sto and UKJuey oi the 
o-wuer are able. Inside there is u i-otton 
qnilt, laid on the mattress frame. 'J'iui 
occupant of the bed lies on this, having 
a httle roll of stuQ'for tlio head, anil for 
B covering a very tiiiok cotton quilt.

The Inland Stntind has opened a dis- 
cussioD as to tlie prospectivo seat of 
government of tlic province, and lias 
put forward iho advimtages that Kani- 
loops is supposed to possess for the 
promised distinction. The early com- 
pletion of the railway from the seii- 
board and the "cHntriil" position of 
Kamloopa are urged as good and 
sufficient reasons for removing tho capi- 
tal from Victoria. But if the reader 
will reflect for one moment he will see 
that the completion of an easy mode of 
communication furnishes the strongest 
possible argument in favor of a con- 
tinuance of tilt! capital at Victoria. At 
present, we admit, Victoria i.s some- 
what isolated from the Great Interior. 
In tho winter a trip from Kaiu mps to 
Victoria is cpiite a journey; but in i u o 
years from now it will be only n sl.ort 
pleasure trip at any season. A legis- 
lator or "a man with a grie\ ance ' mav 
leave Katnloops in the morning and 
in the afternoon of the same day will 
find himself at Victoria. A capital 
which is only ten hours distant from 
tho "centre" of a province cannot be 
said to bo inconveniently situated. Tn 
point of fact, Victoria '.v ill lie l.rou_!,du 
so much nearer the Interior by the rail 
way that a cliaiigo in tlw loi-atioii of 
the political cajiital will lie less likely 
than ever to oeear. Nor can wo see 
the force of the argument which de- 
mands that the political cen- 
tre of the province must neces.sarily be 
its geographical centre. History and a 
glance at tho map will show that geo- 
graphy has hail littlp or nothini,' to do 
with the establishmem nt" soat-^ nf gov- 
ernment. London, the world s capital, 
is in the e.ttreiiiu east of Hngland. Paris 
i.s in tho northwestern part of France. 
Washington lie.s near the Atlantic sea- 
board. Ottawa is many degrees remote 
from the true geographical centre of 
Canada. Toronto adorns the northern 
.'■hore of Lake Ontario, and is no- 
wheres near the centre of the province. 
Boston, the hub of the universe, (so- 
called because the rest of the world is 
BUppoaed to revolve ab<nit it) is a sea 
port city of Massachussets. W'l' iniglit 
goon and muitij)ly examples; Hut tliesi,' 
will suffice to show that the central 
coimideration is not always — indeed, is 
seldom — taken into consideration when 
a political capital is established. But, 
admitting that a central locality is the 
best recommendation for a capital, Kam- 
Icops has no claim on that score that is 
worthy of a nioraenl's considtration. It 
really is not the centre of the 
province. The true centre is near 
the headwaters of Xeliaco river 
on the Bute Inlet route and distant 
some 250 miles from Kamlnops. 
Therefore, if the capital were moved to 
Kamloops on the score of it.s " central " 
position bow long would it be before 
the settlers of Nehaco would be jiuitiiig 
forward tuo claim of their locality for 
consideration! The seat of govern- 
ruent has been ti.>:ed and establi.shed by 
Royal proclamation. Some •■Jl'uO,iJOO 
has been expended in tho erection of 
buildings liere, and this locality is in 
every respect the most suitalile for the 
purpose that could have been selected. 
A change would involve the province 
in enoriiiouH expense and great incon- 
venience, and the good Kense of the 
legislators would cause them to recoil 
from taking an action which would be 
not only mischievous but absurd. If 
the capital rau.it lie removed on the 
plea advanced liy our Yale friend let it 
be placed on wheels and trundled from 
localtion to location until the true geo- 
graphical cenir<» shall have been found. 

PROSPECT Tllli liSLA.YD. 



Vancouver Ldand is pre-eminently a 
mineral and fossil country. It has agri- 
cultural resources of a limited extent; 
but its coal, copper, iron and, doubt- 
less, silver, are ine."chaustible. Within 
15 miles of ^''icto^ia presumably vahia 
ble coal measures are known to exist, 
(see Richardson's Geological Report, 
pp. 187-8 and plan 16), and there are 
known to be millions of tons of iron ore 
at our .very door. At Sooke bitumenous 
coal of a very good quality has been 
found contiguous to ironstone which is 
pronounced by Judges to be equal to the 
celebrated ironstones of Englaiu! and 
Scotland. Why should these valuable 
deposits be unimproved when, by the 
investment of a small amount of capital, 
thftir true value could be determined 
and a never failing source of wealth 
to this city be secured. To prospect 
these known lodes and seams would re- 
quire only a small sura, which might 
easily be raised by public subscription 
to stock in §5 shares. No shares should 
be taken up for speculative purposes, 
although the schemo may possess ad- 
vantages that would make it a safe in- 
vestment for capital. At the start one 
or two shares would be suflicient to 
test it, and if it should prove successful 
subscribers would bo amply rewarded 
for their venture and the whole com- 
munity benefitted. In order to ascer- 
tain whether such n proposition would 
be acceptable to the coininunity an op- 
portunity should be atl'ordod to persons 
who arc desirousof entering their names 
as subscribers, and when the amount of 
shares is subscribed equal to tho capit- 
al required a meeting should be called, 
the committee elected and, if their re- 
porb-'be favorable, form a party and 
. commence opbrations at once.

The Hovisod, Editioa. of tho ^ov/ 
Testament. 

To TiiK EditoI!: — May 1 ask ;i space 
in your cohiiniis for a few reiniuks on 
the revised translation of the New 
Testament, placed in my Lands last 
week by j!lles.si'.s. Hibben iV Co.? Though 
such remarks must neciissarily be brief 
and inadequate, 1 od'er tlieai as my 
contribution on n subject which widely 
and deejilv engrosses the' public mind. 

1 must confess that considering tho 
neological tendencies of the age on the 
one hand, and the Latinizing propensi- 
ties of some English writers on the 
other, I awaited the appearaiicB of this 
work with cotisitlerable misgivings. I 
can hardly say ihu'. my iipiireheiisions 
have been realized — certiiinly not in 
the latter respect. My lir.st impression 
was that the work is a really honest 
eflbrt to improve the old translation ; 
my sscond, that thi.s very honestuosn, 
strange as it may sound, has iiroved a 
snare to the revisionists, leading tli'im 
into iiumei'oiis alterations of :i trilling 
character: thus ronveying a shock to 
minds wliich h;ive grown faiiuliar with 
the original without any adequate im- 
provement, whether of ai»nso or dictum, 
to reconcile Ihoin to the change. 

Without observing any particular 
method I will at once refer to a few 
passages which struck iiie as soon as [ 
opened the book as containing changes 
which were anything but necessary. 

Wliat advantage, for instance, is 
tliei-e ill .vllbst itutiiig jml/i/ijl ii u; i ,/ j'ti.-ii 
A,...,/ fur jiiit/lii'/ ill'-, III liiiii'j : Ijciiui 
i/iirki-ni''' ill tlii'h- tini!ir^l'i:i I'lnij for 
hni-iihi llfir uii.l:'r.<tii iid'ui'j ihirheiii'il ;

such changes there are made for no 
other reason, that I i nil see, than that 
thev are supposi'd lo lie nioiT liter.'il ; 
and not that they better e.\|iress the 
meaning or spii-it of the original. But 
the truth is that if you want to saeri 
tico the latter you cannot in many ca.ses 
do it more efleelually than by adhering 
to tho former. 

More serious ehaiiL'i's h.ivi' been made 
for grammatical reason.'-, .Most persons 
know that the aii iele in l''reneli is of ten 
untranslateable, and that much deijcnds 
upon a due regard to its sense in any 
])artieular ease. To some extent this 
is so in the (_;i-i'i'k, but attended with 
iiianv inoi-e ailricultie.s. 1 ii some cases, 
doubtless, the revisionists liavo imiirov- 
ed upon the old translation in this re- 
spect. For instance, instead of //u: r/rea/ 
God (tnd our Siivioin- (Titus iii) they 
have correctly given (DO- i/ro// dud <ind 
Saviour; I laive I'oiuiht the i/oud ji'/ht 
instead of a i/oml j'ljhl , etc. f^tit what 
coulrl thev have been thinking nf when 
they broiiglit luit the article in .Matt. 
2S, Tlievf tihall III- fhf ti; I piii'i und i/iiash- 
imj o/tceth I 

I have still more fault to find with 
the changes made in the tenses. It 
cannot be supposed that the old trans- 
lators were less acquainted with tin- 
force of the Cireek aurisl than the re 
visionists. But. however this may be, 
the substitution of the pa.st f^rereicrd j 
for the present |)erfect (have received j 
so frequently maile in the epistles, ap- 
pears to me quite inconsistent with the 
continuity of afiairs, especially in .spir 
itual rcs[)ecls, in the churches to which 
they were aiidressed. I give;i.-5:in instance 
Eph. iv. 30, 21 ; and, in fact, ])assim 
ill nearly all the other epistles. 

Tho old translators ventured but 
sparingly on free translations. They 
came near it sometiiiics with eflect. 
How tame — more literal -Lliough it he — 
is the substitution of cixsi upon him the 
miiif reproach (Matt. 27, -I'l,) for cast 
tlie sain.L In /in tn-l.h. es|i.'ci:.i 1 1 y win-u 
we rcnienilii'i' iln- wji-ds ol Ltikc roiled 
on Idni witli which our word reprottrli 
so little harmonizes. 

Time ))ermits me to give only these 
few specimens, though I might multi- 
ply them to almost anv extent. It 
wo'jld bo cjuite easy, also, to produce 
examples of failure in resjiect of those 
idiomatic renderings, and that poise and 
rhythm, which for tho most part it is 
the province of genius only tocoraraand. 

I must not omit to notice, however, 
tiiat there are improvenienl.s in the it,- 
vision. One struek nie forcibly. I 
looked eagerly fi r the ti-anslalion of 
Mar. 9, 2;', which in the original always 
struck me as suiierlatively beautiful, 
but almost incapable of an English 
rendering. The revisionists have han- 
f)ily coped with an untranslateable ar- 
ticle in that pas.sage by tho introduc 
tion of a note of exclamation. .'\s 
Jesus comes down from the mountain 
a ui;iii complains ilmt his discipli's had 
failed to cast the devil out of his son. 
Says the father (revised triinslatinn) : 
" But if thou canst do anything, have 
compassion on us and help us. And 
Jesus said unto him. If thou canst ! 
All things are possible to liiiu that be 
lieveth. " 1 should like to make one 
change hcrejust to .show the play on 
the .word in the original. "If thou 
canst 1 All things are cam to him that 
believetli. ' If our tongue admitted 
this rendering it w-ould bti literal and 
certainly energetic. 

Nor must we forget improvomenta in 
the shape of certain verbal alterations ; 
such as once for aomelimcs: attendant 
for minister; proconsul ior depvti/; baj- 
gage for carriages; hindered for let; ic. 

If I may venture to express an opin- 
ion as to the general eliaracter of this 
work it is that of a school exorcise of a 
rather high order. 1 should call it 
rather pedagogic than peilaiitie; such a 
translation, in fact, as a thorough school- 
master would exact from his pupils af- 
ter well drilling them in the niceties of 
articles, verb.s and other peculiarities 
of tho language, but from a slavish ad- 
herence to which the scholar emanci- 
pates himself as soon as he discovers 
the plastic capabilities of liisown tongue 
for adapting 'tself to the varying 
mental conditions of tbe writer wiiose 
work he is endeavouring to interpret. 

At the same time we must not de 
tract from the merits and advantages 
which unquestionably may be found to 
belong to this revision. It will, I think, 



settle the minds of many as to the ac- 
curacy of the book which they hold so 
dear when they see tho trifling charac- 
ter of most of the changes, and how 
little they atl'ect the sense. Those, 
also, who are not .-icquainted with the 
original may find in this work ^onl0 
cine to the literal wording of any p.ir- 
ticular passage. It will serve, also, to 
show the general harmony of ancient 
copies when so few changes of any iai- 
porianee have resulted from their 
collation. It may bo of assistance, also, 
to uiinit.ters and teachers, as without 
adopting the work in its integrity, thev 
can easily note in the mars:in of their 
bibles the alterations which they judge 
to bo improvement.s. 

1 cannot but think, however, that 
the revisionists are somewhat [ireiiia- 
turo when thev speak of the venerable 
translators of the old bible as their 
"predecessors." I do not think that 
their work will come into use in that 
sense at all. There have been many 
revisions, of greater or less merit, of 
portions of the Inble, given to the 
world; and tins, I imagine, must lake 
its placo among them as a work of the 
same kind, though on a larger scale ami 
with somewhat louder calls on public 
attention. It will take luoro than a 
resolution of an assembly of a partiou 
lar church, and, may %yo not add with- 
out disparagement, it will take men of a 
somewhat diftorcnt cast and cnlibre, to 
bp entitled successors of those giants. 
I c;in conceive a revision of our grand 
old bible which would bo hailed by all 
the cliurcli; Viut 1 cannot conceive thi.s 
i to be it. 

Nor can 1 help adveiting to one 
thing which seems to me lo detract imi 
siderably from the honesty, at least the 
catholicity, of a work which certainly 
puts on the air of offering itself for ur 
ceptance and ap|)roval to every branch 
of the universal church, aiul which, 
therefore, should have e.xtendeil to the 
lllle:^ ,'is well as to the other parts of tie- 
book, Tliousands will think that tlirrc 
is authority for the appellative "S. 
Luke," (Src, which stands at the head 
of the gospels and all their pages. Why 
did not tho revisionists concede to tho 
American Committee their desire to 
have this S. expunged \ ^\"hy, when 
they have rigiilly cut oil' certain atlixes 
from all the books, havo they retained 
this prefix I They havo revised it, too 
— S. for St. ITpon what autiiority / 
That of ^r.S. S, "decidedly preponder 
atiiig i" They might surely ha\e lakeii 
Paul for sutlicient authority. '-Only 
Luke is with me," without the.'>.,or 
th(; .St., or any firei-k equivalent. (.)ne 
would like to know how this weighty 
question of tLo".S."(i. e. Saintsays the ap- 
pendi.x) was decided in the revisionist 
council,whetherby the two- thirds majori- 
ty; and who weri' the minority, and 
whether thc\v ever entered lhi> Jerus;i- 
lem chamber again ) Also, what ia tin- 
charm or mystery which hangs over 
this "S" ( 

I hardly need to say in conchmioii 
that these remarks are in no .sense 
meant as a review of the revised trans- 
lation. They inereiy recortl the impres- 
sions derived from a pretty c, ireful ju-r- 
usal of a good many of the chapter!', 
and from a more cursory ;,danci: through 
the whole. 1 may add that 1 have not 
yet seen any of the strictures which I 
understand have been pretty freely 
launched against this work from the 
English press, or I might have felt 
more embarrassed in delivering my own 
criticisms.

Some two years ago tho wifo of Jolin 
Ciiuingliam of San Franci.sco obtained a 
du'orco from licv luisbantl on tlio ground 
of ill troatmuiit, iho court giving to lior 
the ciLStody of the child, a girl about .si.\ 
years of age. .Several iiRmths after tlio 
divorce was obtained tho child', while out 
at play, suddenly disappeared.

But a very small portion of tho yold- 
fields of Cariboo have as yet boon opened 
and of the spots which have been w orked 
only a few have been thoroughly 
cleaned up. There are along tho vallies 
of the Quesnel, Cottonwood and Swuinp 
rivers over three hundred miles of banks 
which would ps.y if worked l>y tho hy- 
draulic process. It is tho opinion of ex- 
perienced miners that William creek val- 
ley would yield largo returns of gold if 
systematically worked by a plan that 
would ensure tho washing of tho wholo of 
tlio drift which covers tho bottom of tho 
valley. Two systems of lodes traverse 
the Bald mountain. One series runs iu 
a northwesterly and southwesterly direc- 
tion. The other veins run from the oast- 
ward of north to the westward of south. 
These seem to bo the oldest as they ari 
iii-,placed by the Grst-nanied series.
